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EASY  ON  YOUR  EYES  is  intended  as  a  buying  list  for  li- 
braries, but  it  is  also  hoped  that  adults,  of  all  ages  and  educational 
backgrounds,  who  may  be  seeking  books  in  large,  clear  type,  will 
find  it  useful. 

The  idea  for  this  list  was  initiated  by  the  New  England  Coun- 
cil of  Optometrists  in  a  request  for  an  up-to-date  list  of  books 
printed  in  larger-than-normal  type  for  use  by  patients  who  com- 
plain of  difficulty  in  reading  books  of  average  type.  The  need  for 
such  a  list  had  long  been  recognized  by  Massachusetts  librarians. 
Consequently,  the  members  of  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Mass- 
achusetts Library  Association  accepted  the  assignment,  and  the 
1960-61  Adult  Education  Committee  of  the  Association  began 
work  on  the  list.  It  was  completed,  with  annotations,  by  the  1961- 
62  Adult  Education  Committee 

In  the  first  months,  a  less  ambitious  list  was  contemplated, 
but  the  number  of  titles  included  has  grown  to  well  over  six 
hundred.  No  attempt  has  been  made  to  prepare  a  well-rounded 
list.  Many  important  and  readable  books  are  necessarily  omitted, 
because  they  are  printed  in  average  type.  The  majority  of  the 
books  were  published  between  1950  and  January,  1962.  Publi- 
cation dates  have  not  been  designated  for  older  titles.  All  the 
books  were  in  print  as  of  October,  1961 ,  and  all  are  considered  to 
be  of  such  literary  quality  as  to  merit  inclusion  in  public  library 
collections. 

Appreciation  and  thanks  are  due  those  Massachusetts 
librarians,  whose  names  appear  elsewhere  in  this  publication, 
for  the  many  hours  of  service  they  spent  in  the  compilation  of 
EASY  ON  YOUR  EYES.  Thanks  also  go  to  those  libraries  whose 
staff  members  assisted  in  the  preparation,  checking,  and  typing 
of  the  list.  Special  recognition  is  due  Dr.  Donald  C.  Exford  of  the 
New  England  Council  of  Optometrists  and  Mr.  L.  T.  Moloney  of 
Professional  Relations  &  Research  Institute  who  encouraged 
Massachusetts  librarians  throughout  their  two  years  of  work  on 
the  list,  and  to  the  New  England  Council  of  Optometrists  for 
printing  and  distributing  some  20,000  copies  of  the  list  to  li- 
brarians and  optometrists  throughout  the  United  States.
